Only a single "patrol clash was 


reported in the fog-shrouded area 
early 
today. 
From 
Sunday 


through Wednesday, the biggest 
Red drive in two years had flamed 
there. Throwing in masses of men 
and their heaviest artillery con- 
centration of the war, the Reds 
had carved out a two-milc-deep 
bulge in the Allied main line. 


There was 
no further sign • 


of any Red effort to eiploit 
this bulge despite the fact the 
Chinese, protected from 
air 


attack by rain and fog. have 
been moving up guns, troops 
and supplies for three days. 


All across the 155-mile front, 


the unusual lull was similar to that 
in November of 1951 when fighting 
died suddenly as* truce delegates 
first, agreed on a cease-fire line 
which later was discarded.
